Canada’s Status 


Canada’s international status has 
been determined by its inclusion in 
the League of Nations as a distinct 
national entity, possessing the same 
standing and voting power as is ac- 
corded to sovereign nations, and ob- 
ligated to assume the same respon- 
sibilities and discharge the~same du- 
ties as are laid on all other nations. 

This is an almost revolutionary 
change in status to that existing prior 
to the Great War. When, on August 
4, 1914, Great Britain declared war on 
Germany, Canada, in common with 
the whole British Empire, was autom- 
atically at war, The Canadian Parlia- 
ment did not make a declaration of 
war; it merely took official cogniz- 
ance of the fact that a state of war 
existed. It remained, however, for 
the Canadian Parliament to decide 
the extent of Canada’s participation 
in the war. 

In future, however, as a full-fledged 
member of the League of Nations, 


Canada will have a voice in deciding 


issues of peace or war. Canada’s vote 
will count just as effectively as the 
vote of Great Britain, France, Italy 
or any other country. This means 
that, whereas formerly Canada had no 
foreign policy, because it had no say 
in foreign affairs. .It must decide is- 
sues of peace or war for itself. 
This change in Canada’s interna- 
tional status inevitably calls for some 
change in its position vithin the 
British Empire and in. the. re!ations 
hitherto existing between this Dom- 
inion and Great Britain, There are 
certain anomalies in the present re- 
lationship that must be corrected, but 
which in no wise weaken the Empire, 
or tend to Canada’s withdrawal there- 
from; on the contrary, such changes 
as are necessary should have the ef- 
fect of adding strength to the Empire. 
gcctarte as a nation within a 
Veigue of Nations, Canada will have 
direct relations with all other nations 
and it is almost certain to follow that 
this Dominion will have its own ac- 
eredited representatives at the capi- 
tals of other countries, The first step 
in the evolution of this poticy is be- 
ing taken in the appointment of a 
Canadian Ministey-ta Washington, In 
the past, if the Canadian Government 
had representatiéns’to make to the 
United States Government it was ne- 
cessary to transmit them to the Col- 
onial Office in London, who in turn 
handed them over to the British for- 
eign office, which sent them on with 
Instructions to the British ambassad- 
or at Washington. Replies to such 
representations had to return via the 
game route, and all negotiations be- 


e-tween Ottawa and Washington had to 


be conducted through London, In 
future, we are to have direct dealings 
with the United States Government 
through a Canadian Minister at Wash- 
ington, 

Other important constitutional 
changes are up for discussion at Ot- 
tawa. Canada derives its constitution

alteration or amendment to that-con- 
stitution can only be affected by the 
British Parliament-upon address. of 
the Canadian Parliament.

proposed that Canada’ shall be given !

own interest it should be amended 
and without recourse to the British | 
Parliament. Australia and New Zea-. 
land possess such control over their 
constitution, and the Dominion Min- 
ister of Justice is now in negotiation 
with the several Provincial Govern- 
ments with:a view to having repres- 
entations made to the British Govern- 
ment and Parliament for the confer- 
ring of similar powers upon rela. by | 


The view has long been held by 
many Canadians that a change shoud 
also be affected in our system of jud- | 
icial appeals. At present the final | 
court of appeal for Canada is the 
Judicial Committee _of the Privy | 
Council in England. There is a grow-! 
ing’ belief that, so far as Canadian 
cases are concerned, the Supreme 
Court of Canada should be made the 


final court of appeal—that it.should {Canada’s Relations 


be supreme in fact as well as in name, 
and that all the expense and delay 
inseparable from appeals to London 
should be obviated. 

Slowly, but none the less surely, 
Canada and the other self-governing 
Dominions of the British Empire seem 
to be moving towards the ultimate | 
goal of independence in all foreign af- 
fairs, just as-they have long becn“in- 
dependent in all domestic matters, | 
This does not mean that Canada will 
sever its connection with Britain, nor 
withdraw from the Empire. Not at!

Flax A Popular 
Crop in Alberta 


Will Receive More Attention Owing! 
To Experiments on Behalf 
of Government 


The growing of flax in Alberta, it 
is expected, will receive more atten- 
tion than ever before primarily owing 
to the experiments that were made 
last year by some growers on behalf 
of the Imperial Government. The 
idea was then that the shortage of 
flax fibre for the manufacture of linen 
in Ireland, that this product could 
with advantage be grown in western 
Canada. The experiments were not 
satisfactory owing to the fact that the 
flax was too late in maturing on ac- 
count of the exceptionally early frosts 
but while this was so it gave rise to 
the suggestion that the fibre could in 
any case be used for the manufacture 
of binder twine. 

A special threshing machine has 
been invented which while dealing 
with the seed in a very thorough fash- 
ion does not injure the stems. With 
the flax seed at about $5.15 a bushel 
of fifty-six pounds, and what could be 
obtained for the fibre, which it is es- 
timated would be at least $10 a ton, 
Alberta farmers are keenly interested 
in flax growing. One prominent Al- 
berta farmer alone is seeding 1,000 
acres this year with this product.

Mr. Archibald Hurd; recognized 
throughout the world.as a naval ex- 
pert of great judgment and foresight, 
has been writing of late upon one of 
his favorite topics, the submarine, and 
he points out that, at first, it appear- 
ed as though it might succeed, for it 
was a departure which took not only 
British seamen, but all the seamen of 
the world, by surprise. No provision 
had been made by cither the British, 
French; Italian, American, Japanese 
or other naval authorities for count- 
ering the submarine employed as the 
Germans employed it. Lord: Jellicoe 
in the emergency was recalled from 
the Grand Fleet, and on becoming 
First Sea Lord, this officer, in asso- 
ciation with Vice-Admiral Sir Alex- 
ander Duff and other experienced sea- 
men whom he brought with him from 
the North, devoted himself to the 
jproblem of countering the German 
submarine, The extent to which the 
submarine was mastered is partially 
revealed in the figures of the sinking 
of merchant tonnage. In April, 1917, 
516,000 tons of British shipping were 
destroyed, but in October, 1918, with 
more tonnage afloat, the sinkings had 
fallen to 54,577 tons,

It is expected that exports of meats 
from Canada will conutme to follow 
the normal demand of the past few 
months, according to a statement offi- 
cially made by the Industrial and De- 
velopment Council of Canadian Meat 
Packers, The press message from 
Chicago that owing to the adverse ex- 
change, meat exports from the U.S.A. 
had ceased, is somewhat belated, as 
the recorded drop in prices of hogs

place in both countries last fall, and 
trade for several months has been on 
the lower basis. The exchange situ- 
ation between London and the Do- 
minion is somewhat more favorable 
than for the United States, and Cana- 
dian livestock farmers and breeders 
may be reassured that our exports 
will continue so far as can be fore- 
seen at about the present monthly 
level.
